Captain Donald W Farnham, US 
Army, of 12 Wildwood Street, has 
been twice recommended to re- 
ceive the Silver Star Medal ~ the 
nation’s third highest award for 
valor -~ for conspicuous gallantry 
in action against a hostile force, 

Farnham, who is on his second 
tour of duty in South Vietnam, dis- 
tinguished himself twice in June 
while serving as Aircraft Com- 
mander of an armed UH-1B heli- 
copter unit, 

On June 23 his fire team was 
escorting lift helicopters from a 
landing zone, and the flight came 
under intense automatic weapon 
and small arms fire, His aircraft 
received numerous hits, In spite 
of the extensive damage he remain- 
ed on station, and lead his fire team 
on daring, low level firing passes, 

During each of the low level, 
close Quarter firing runs his air- 
craft was subjected to a withering 
fire from the enemy, After he had 
expended all him ammunition and, 
in spite of his low fuel state as the 
result of hits received in the fuel 
cell of his aircraft, Captain Farn- 
ham remained on station, toadjust 
the artillery fire, on the enemy 
positions, 

After returning to Duc Hoa he 
coordinated the relocation of the 
ARVN (South Vietnamese Army) 
troops to the area where the con- 
tact had been made, Then, while 
the preparation for the assault 
was being made, Captain Farnham 
flew his crippled aircraft back to 
Blen Hoa, where he immediately 
transferred to a replacement air- 
craft and then returned to Duc Hoa 
for the planned assault. 

He escorted the lift helicopters 
from the pick-up zone, flying low

level to the proposed landing site, 
duying which the flight again came 
under heavy enemy fire. Four air- 
craft, including his own, were hit, 
and one was force to land as the 
result of damage from the enemy 
fire, The landing was in close 
proximity to the source of fire, 

Capt. Farnham ordered the other 
armed aircraft to continue their 
en-rout escort and then broke away 
unescorted, to cover the downed 
aircraft, 

Unhesitatingly, without regard 
for his own personal safety, Capt. 
Farnham flew his aircraft on dar~ 
ing, low level firing passes along 
the entire length of the tree line, 
Placing his helicopter between the 
enemy and the friendly troops a- 
round the downed aircraft, 

Reaching the end of the firing 
pass, he executed a sharp turnand 
returned along the previous course 
dangerously low, but extremely 
effective, as it put suppresive fire 
on the enemy from a vantage posi- 
tion, and deliberately drew the en- 
emy fire away from the troops on 
the ground, 

By this time the enemy had di~ 
rected all his fire toward Captain 
Farnham’s ship and automatic 
weapons had put several hits into 
his aircraft, 

After repairs to the downed air- 
craft had been completed Captain 
Farnham landed and picked up 
three ARVN soldiers who couldnot 
be lifted out by the other aircraft, 
Then, completely disregarding his 
own safety, he made one last low 
firing pass along the tree line, al- 
lowing the lift aircraft toreach a 
Safe distance, He then returnedto 
Duc Hoa where he made repairs to 
his crippled aircraft, and then re- 
turned again to the area toleadhis 
fire team on strikes against the 
hostile positions close tothe ARVN 
soldiers, 

At the end of the day lift heli- 
copters approached the operational 
area, to pick up ARVN soldiers, 
As the flight landed it came under 
a heavy hail of automatic weapons 
fire from the tree line, which was 
only 20 meters away. 

Captain Farnham unhesitatingly 
led his fire team against the enemy

Prentice in the United States Coast 
Guard has participated, this sum- 
mer, in a trip to Thuie, near the 
northern end of Greenland, while 
Serving on board the USS Edisto, 
Coast Guard Ice Breaker, 

Laffin was assingnedto the Edis~ 
to when it was turned over to the 
Coast Guard by the US Navy last 
Spring, H 

The Edisto left Goose Bay, La- 
brador, and had a rendezvous with 
the USS Westwind, Coast Guard ice 
breaker off Disko Island, to take 
part in smashing a channel through 
to Thule, where the US Air Force 
has a BMEWS Station ( Ballistic 
Missile Early Warning Station) 
which is designed to give the people 
of the North American continent 
a 15 minute warning ifhostile mis~ 
siles are launched from Europe or 
Asia, 

It was, the Teport to the Town 
Crier says, a banging, smashing, 
snorting experience, - climbing up 
on ice floes and breaking through 
the ice, most of which was about 
two feet thick, Helicopeterg led 
the way, and the Edisto and the

Melville Bay, and then returned 
to meet the Royal Danish Ship 
Ingolf, which was waiting for an 
ice-breaker escort to the village 
of Kanak, a small Eskimo settle- 
ment 100 miles north of Thule, 
None of the seamen were allowed 
ashore to visit the Eskimos, - the 
Danes are very carefull about ex- 
posing the natives to the diseases 
of the white man, but plenty of 
Eskimo kids came out on the ice, 
along with their dogs, to see the 
Edisto, and at the same time there 
were plenty of seals, narwhales and 
white whales to be seen, in the 
open part of the sea nearby. 

The Edisto, in the latter part of 
July, took part in an oceanographic 
survey north of Kanak, taking sam- 
ples of the ocean water; a task 
which they also accomplished in 
Smith Bay. 

The ship would stop every 10 
miles, carefully fix its position, 
and then lower a series of Nansen 
bottles and reversing thermome- 
ters down to the ocean bottom with 
a deep sea winch. When all was 
ready a weighted ‘messenger’ 
would be allowed to slide down the 
wire, which would ‘trip’ all the 
bottles and thermometers, and al- 
low samples of the water, and the 
ocean temperatures to be collec- 
ted.

him that there was no guarantee 
that the Center or Walker Schools, 
alternative library sites, could be 
phased out within two years time, 
Lanni, he said, had told him that 
the passage of a bill by the state 
legislature adopting the recom- 
mendations of the Willis Commit~ 
tee, would require the use ofthose 
schools ‘for public kindergartens, 

Though opposed to Weinberg’s 
as a library site, Miceli and Black 
had no objections to the inclusion 
of the article in the Warrant, and 
it was approved for inclusion un- 
animously. 

Among the other articles on the 
warrant will be a proposed appro- 
priation of funds for the purchase 
of Baby Beach, an appropriation 
for preliminary plans for a new 
twn hall, a proposed sewerage 
plan for the town to be made con- 
tingent upon 80% federal and state 
aid, Planning Board articles for 
off-street parking, Conservation 
Commission articles requesting 
that certain parcels oftown-owned 
land be placed under their aegis, 
and street acceptance articles, 
which had been on the warrant for 
the annual town meeting and then 
dropped, 

One place was reserved on the 
warrant for an article proposed by 
Jim Miceli to put Silver Lake St. 
in for acceptance under the Bet~- 
terment Act, Miceli acted as the 
spokesmen for the owot-of-town 
owners of property along the un- 
accepted street in making a last 
minute appeal for the Betterments 
article. 

Mrs Drew objected to making any 
undue efforts to put inthe article on 
Such short notice, arguing that no 
work could be begun on the six 
houses to be put on the street prior 
to the winter snows, Selectman 
Niles said he had no objection to 
putting the article on the warrant 
provided that the highway depart- 
ment could do the work and that 
Miceli could get the article drafted 
in time, 

TM Henneberger said he didn’t 
think that the highway department 
could have time to lay out the street 
but promised to check into it, Mi- 
celi said he would make every ef- 
fort to have the article drafted by 
Wednesday morning, 

The great number of articles on 
the warrant, and the large amounts 
of money being requested for ap- 
Propriation led Mrs Drew to sug- 
gest that the meeting be moved 
from the High School Auditorium 
to the Gymnasium, The Auditorium 
had previously been decided on due 
to a lack of available funds for seat 
rental forthe Gym. The Board con- 
curred with Mrs Drew, and Niles 
Suggested that an &rticle money for 
Seat rental for the Gymnasium be 
made number one, on the warrant, 


Wilmington Ford 
Chairman Bender, at the close of 
the meeting, asked the board for a 


decision on the request of Wilmin-

The removal would permit the

Frank Kendall, a young man re-

as a meeting place and aworkshop 
in which they might work on auto~ 
mobiles and other projects, 

Kendall impressed the board 
with the eleoquence of his plea for 
use of-the land for teen-age re- 
creational purposes, and with his 
preparations which included let- 
ters of parental approval from the 
parents of all the young people 
involved, and a letter from all the 
residents ofthe area, approving the 
use of the land by the teen-agers, 
Kendall said that in return for the 
use of the land, the teen-agers 
would help the town in any way they 
could, helping people on welfare, 
by doing automobile repairs or 
household repairs, or in other ways 
Suggested by the Selectmen, 

Kendall was commended on his 
presentation, and Bender said that 
it was to the cred of the Teen Club 
that they had chosen him for a

2, The minimum dimensions of 
stalls shall be as set forth in the 
definition of parking spaces except 
that in the case of parallel parking 
the stall depth shall be at least 
twenty-two (22) feet. Such dimen- 
sions may include no more than two 
(2) feet of any grassed area or of 
any sidewalk within the lot adjacent 
to the front or rear of a stall and 
used for bumper overhang provided 
the sidewalk has a minimum width 
of six (6) feet.

positions, accurately placing fire 
along the tree line and extremely 
close to the lift helicopters, Soef- 
fective was the fire support that it 
suppressed the enemy fire long 
,enough for the lift helicopters to 
depart from the area, 

In the words ofa US Army report 
‘Captain Farnham’s leadership du- 
ring the nine hours of subjectionto 
enemy fire was a source of inspir 
ation to his men and to the ARVN 
in the area’. 

On June 26th Captain Farnham 
again distinguished himself by con- 
spicuous gallantry and heroism 
above and beyond the call of duty, 
while participating in an aerial 
flight against a heavily armed ene~ 
my. His heroic leadership, the US 
Army report stated, keen judge- 
ment and inspirational courage, 
while under continuous heavy ene- 
my fire, caused significant losses 
to the Viet Cong forces. 

Captain Farnham flew as air- 
craft commander of an armedhel- 
‘copter to an area approximately 
five miles south of Cu Chi, Repub- 
Uc of Vietnam, to perform asingle 
ship reconnaisance, mark and 
strike of a landing zone.

The Viet Cong were deployed 
throughout the area in trenches, 
buildings and fortified positions, 
and, despite the heavy enemy fire 
and without regard for his personal 
welfare, Capt, Farnham pressed 
home his attack, placing deadly 
accurate maching gun and rocket 
fire on the hostile forces, 

He made many firing passes, 
flying directly into the mouth of a 
cross fire from two machine gun 
emplacements set-up facing the 
landing zone, 

With sheer determination and 
devotion to duty Captain Farnham 
continued to make firing passes 
over the enemy positions, firing 
within 25 meters of the lift air- 
craft and friendly troops that had
